Bonded Debt Change 


Brings Lower Rate 


‘Debt Payments Decreasing So Rapidly 
Junior High Payments Start in 1937 Net Effect of 
Debt on Taxes Will Still Be Less than 1933 


rhe bonded debt payments are decreasing 
at such a rate the next few years that even if 
the new junior high school building and 
heating plant were built, there would be no 
net increase in the tax rate, according to} 
figures compiled this week by the Townsman 
with the assistance of the town treasurer. | 
Between 1933 and 1937 the present bonded | 
debt and interest payments will have dropped | 
almost $20,000—from $46,071.25 to $26,-| 
318.75, In 1937 the town will have to pay for 


the amount by which the bonded debt and 
interest payments will have decreased at that 
time. Figured on a basis of one dollar rise in 


there would be a decrease of about two and a 
half cents in the 1937 rate as compared to the 
1933 rate, even if these two buildings wer 
built 

If the assembly hall is built there will be a 
net increase when the first payment is made 
in 1937, however, of fifty-five cents, and if the 


gymnasium is also built the net increase will 


be ninety cents, These figures will be reduced 
every year so that by 1944, when the Shaw 


sheen school is all paid for, the tax rate will | 


still be seventy cents lower than it is now 
from the bonded debt, if all the buildings 
requested are built 

These figures for the next twenty years are 
shown in tabular form in another column 


The town will not have to pay anything on | 


the schools until 1936 when a small sum will 
have to be paid for interest, In 1937 the first 
interest payments will have to be paid, The 
tables show the effect of the bonded debt on 
the tax rate as compared with 1933 if either 
the school building is built alone, or with the 
assembly hall, or with the gymnasium. It is 
important to note that the tigures show only 
the net effect of the bonded debt on the rate, 
and not the effect of other appropriations 
which cannot of course be forecast

\ special town meeting will be held at the 
Memorial baseball cage at Phillips 
academy on Monday evening, December 11, 
to consider projects involving expenditures of 
well over half a million dollars, The largest 
part of this will probably be bonded and so 
will not affect next year’s tax rate, but a sub 
stantial portion requests outright appropria 
tions. The warrant, appearing on page three 
contains eighteen articles 

The meeting was called at the request of 
the school committee to ascertain whether or 
not the town wished to take advantage of the 
federal grant of thirty percent of the cost of a 
project for the building of a new junior high 
school building to provide for those pupils 
now studying in the overcrowded Stowe 
junior high building. In addition in response 
to numerous requests the board has also 
inserted in its article provisions for a com 
bined assembly hall and gymnasium. The 
article does not contain the exact figures, but 
the estimates given by the school board are 
$230,000 for the heating plant and junior 
high school building. $110,000 for the as 
sembly hall and $65,000 for the gymnasium 


The total cost to the town will be about 
$280,000 since the federal government is 
contributing thirty percent. The school 


committee has added ten percent to the 
architect's estimates to take care of any rise 
due to inflation, and the excess will of course 
be turned back to the town, It may be voted 
to use the excess as the first payment on the 
bonded debt. These payments will start in 
1937. 

Under the Federal Loan provision the 
Board of Public Works is asking for a grant 
for a new electric pump and for a new reser 
voir. The article does not contain the sums 
to be asked, but when the question first came 


| up a month or two ago the board estimated 


$23,000 for the reservoir and $9,000 for the

One of the most difficult tasks for a writer 
is to lodge into the mind of his readers an idea 
precisely as it lay in his own mind and heart. 
\ single statement of mine in last week’s 
issue of the Townsman has been interpreted 
as carrying a meaning absolutely foreign to 
that I intended. For instance: When I 
referred to “our superintendent, teachers, a 
few families and most of the school commit 
tee” as “would be beneficiaries” i.e., that 
they would realize a “benefit” by the erection 
of a junior high school, I had not the re 
motest reference to a money benefit. How 
ever, [ learn that one of the school committee 
interpreted it, as implying a sort of “graft.” 
This quite shocked me as the idea of any 
form of money benefit accruing to our school 
authorities did not for a moment enter even 
the uttermost fringe of my mind. I was 
thinking solely of those benefits that would be 
derived by the realization of a long cherished 
dream of our superintendent, by better con 
veniences for our teachers and principal, and 
by the mental and social satisfactions of 
these on our school board who have publicly 
and privately laboured for the new building. 

For these persons, one and all, I have pro- 
found respect. They are persons of high ideals 
and working for what they honestly believe 
to be for the highest welfare of our children 
I believe they would allow their fingers to be 
burned rather than to clasp them upon any 
form of “graft.”’ Convinced, as I am, of this, 
my readers can well understand my surprise 
and sorrow to learn that in some cases my 
true meaning had been misunderstood. This, 
I now discover, was due to my linking a 
perfectly legitimate financial benefit (such as 
would inevitably accrue to the architect) 
with benefits that were purely mental and 
social. 

I cheerfully offermy apology for my failure 
to make my meaning less obscure 

All my school articles have been directed 
against the present school “trend,” and the 
methods employed to foist this trend upon 
the schools of Andover. This does not mean 
that I would have our schools go back to the 
days of the tallow candle and oxcart, it does 
not mean that new studies should not find 
place in the curriculum; it does not mean that 
better methods of teaching the three R’s 
should not be employed, By no means! I 
refuse to accept the alternative of either 
adopting “bob, line and sinker” the fine 
spun theories eminating from the labora 
tories of both Columbia and Chicago uni 
versities, or to go back to the unhygienic 
school buildings and crude methods of in 
struction that prevailed in my youth. There 
is a middle ground. Extremes are invariably 
dangerous in “school trends” as in politics, 
athletics, etc. 

Our superintendent calls our attention to 
the oft repeated remark of President Gar 
field (Report 1928) “That a log with a stu 
dent on one end and Mark Hopkins on the 
other constitutes a college.” With this I 
heartily agree for outside of hand work or 
“vocational” instruction a man of Mark 
Hopkins type could teach that pupil all the

It appears, then, that the trend toward 
centralization which is under discussion in 
connection with our local schools is not pe 
culiar to Andover, but is general throughout 
New England. 

The above editorial summarizes the situa- | 
tion very clearly. However there is a phase 
of the matter on which one of your correspon- 
dents has laid particular which is 
worthy of special consideration 

Mr. Frost has emphasized that a number of 
school rooms formerly utilized have now been 
abandoned, and he makes the point that our 
school authorities should concern themselves 
with the use of these abandoned rooms 
rather than with the erection of new buildings 
as a solution for the overcrowded conditions 
in our central plant. In discussing this matter 
I shall confine myself to the consideration ef 
the three schoolhouses which I understand 
are now vacant, namely the Osgeod and 
Bailey schools (single rooms), and the Rich 
ardson school (three rooms), a total of five | 
rooms. There are in addition a room or two | 
available in one or more of our occupied out- 
lying schools, but such rooms after all provide 
a certain flexibility in our system, and do not 
present the same problem as is involved in | 
abandoned schoolhouses. | 

It is easy to understand the viewpoint of 
Mr. Frost: here are three buildings for which 
Andover has paid; they have served well in | 
the past; suddenly we come to a realization 
that they have been vacated; why? 

The Herald’ editorial gives us the answer 
directly: it is because in the march of events | 
they have outlived their usefulness and are 
thus obsolete. 

And here we are face to face with one of the 
most vexing problems with which modern | 
progress confronts us. All around us we find | 
things which were in daily use only recently, 
but which suddenly have become useless | 
because they have been replaced with some- | 
thing vastly better. Who of us does not gaze 
regretfully at the old battery radio set which 
cost hard earned money and now reposes 
unused in the attic. It will still work after a 
fashion, but the modern direct connected set 
purchased for a fraction of the cost of the 
other is vastly superior, and so the old set has 
gone the way of the horse drawn vehicle 
One can't even give it away, let alone get any 
money for it! The whole problem is a conun 
drum to some of us, and in fact it may be so 
expressed. When is a thing perfectly good and 
at the same time absolutely useless? The 
answer is, when it is obsolet« 

\lthough the individual has found this 
problem very perplexing, industry has de 
vised means for meeting it. The method used 
is to put aside yearly for all equipment a 
definite percentage of its value in order to 
provide a fund for its eventual replacement. 
Some industries call this charge “deprecia- 
tion”’ and it includes not only the charge for 
the wearing out of the equipment but also for 
its becoming useless through other and better 
equipment being developed. The more mod 
ern cost systems however make a definite 
yearly charge for ‘‘obsolescence” in addition | 
to “depreciation " But whatever be the} 
accounting method for charging this item, 
industry knows from experience that by far 
the greater part of the equipment it uses will 
become useless long before it actually wears | 
out because of the invention of other more } 
improved equipment. And as industry cannot 
possibly keep its place with cbsolete equip 
ment, it provides for the purchase of new and 
improved equipment from the fund it sets up 
year by year as a fixed charge against the
